AVccks of intensive preparation 
for "Mission in McGill" rcacli their 
climnx today when Canon Charles 
E. Rnvcn, famed British church 
and education leader, delivers his 
opening address to a Moyse Hall 
audience at 6 pm. 

The talk, first in a series of five 
keynote addresses on the theme 
"Christ and the Modern Oppor- 
tunity," to bo given at the same 
time daily, will be on "The Claims 
of Christ Today." 

Canon Raven's addresses will 
serve as the focal point for 53 
other meetings, panels and discus- 
sion periods in which students will 
have an opportunity to get to- 
gether with tho assistant mission- 
ers to discuss important topics 
raised by the chief missioner. 



Hull Sessions 

Evening "bull session" discus- 
sions begin after dinner tonight in 
five residences, daily panel discus- 
sions in the Union Club Room be- 
gin at 8 pm tonight, and lunch 
hour meetings with speaker and 
discussion begin tomorrow in seven 
buildings. 

There will also bo ample time 
for individual consultation with the 
missioncrs. 

' The mission committee, consist- 
ing mainly of representatives of 
seven campus religious clubs and 
the Faculty of Divinity, avows its 
purpose as follows: 

"The Mission in McGill pro- 
claims the Christian faith in the 
belief that it Is as relevant to life 



today as it was in Christ's own 
day. 

I "The missloners will seek to 
present the Christian faith In a 

form meaningful to a university 
community, but will not water it 
down In order to make it accept- 
able. 

"The mission will challenge you 
to make a decision." 

Chief Missioner 

Canon Raven, ns a distinguished 
scientist and theologian, ia well 
able to lead such a mision. Earlier, 
in his close association with Cam- 
bridge University, he was one of 
the originators of the mission now 
held there every three years. He 
is currently Chaplain to II.M. the 
Queen and President of the Botan- 



ical Society of tho British Isles. 

His wide learning and varied 
interests have enabled him to write 
n number of important books Illus- 
trating his philosophy. 

Among his publishwl works are 
"Science, Religion and the Future," 
and "Natural Religiori and Chris- 
tian Theology." 

Ever aware of the importance of 
spiritual values in life. Canon 
Raven said at a press conference 
Friday that disaster faces us "un-, 
less wc get some compass bearings 
— wc need some sort of agreement 
ns lo what constitutes the good 
life." 

He will, he stated, hold to the 
agreement of the recent World 
Council of Churches meeting to 
"proclaim Christ the hope of the 



world" with His "mcsage of a new 
birth, providing guidance without 
which there is not much hope." 

Revival? 

' Canon Raven, who has traveled 
extensively to all parts of the 
world, flying the Atlantic alone a 
dozen times since 1950 (once to 
get an honorary degree at McGIU), 
claims that everywhere he has 
noticed the same thing — "Every- 
where therp is tho same story of 
religious revival; or rather, a re- 
vival of interest in religion. There 
is an explanation for this — but 
our concern is to present Christ as 
the solution to the modem dilem- 
ma; to make good tho claim that 
Christianity satisfies tho mind, the 
moral will, and the emotions."

NFCUS Survives 
Again 

HALIFAX — (CUP) — Dal- 
housie University students reeont- 
ly voted to remain a member of 
NFCUS (National Federation of 
Canadian University Students). 
The referendum vote was 399 to 60 
in favour of NFCUS membership 
for Dalhousle. 

The referendum followed a stu- 
<Ient forum on tho NFCUS ques- 
tion and was the climax of on ac- 
tive campaign by the Dalhousle 
NFCUS Committee. 

Delegates from the University 
to tho national NFCUS Conference 
in Toronto had balked at the fifty 
cent fee but President of the Stu- 
dent Society, Vic Burstall, assured 
the student body that funds were 
available for the fee raise. As a re- 
sult of this the student vote was 
on NFCUS membership rather 
than on the fee raise. 

At present McGill is a member 
in good standing of NFCUS but 
it is expected that a Students' So- 
ciety meeting will be called In the 
near future to discuss tho topic

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AN UNFORTUNATE BY-LAW 

One of Montreal's qualities from which both 



the city and the university community benefit 
most IS her cosmopolitan tradition. People of 
many differing races and cultural backgrounds 
live in this city; in particular the two great racial 
groups which moke up Conado — the English 
and French --- live here together and in friend- 
ship. It is a tradition of which Montreal may'wcll 
be proud, and which she should do all posible to 
preserve. 

The city by-low which provides that all sioros 
must close on Calholic holy days is, perhaps, un- 
fortunate for its effect upon these traditionally 
frientily relotions. Such enforcement by any racial 
or religious group of its observances upon all of 



this multi-racial city tends to divide rather than 
to unite. 

It v/ould not be unreasonable to insist thot 
employers allow those working for them to ob- 
serve these religious holidays, but to insist that 
oil observe them seems to us to be going a bit 
too for. In practise, also, the lav/ has worked 
only against the small businessmen who cannot 
afford to pay the fine. The large department 
stores con afford to, and have for the most part, 
paid no attention to the law. 

For this reason, the City Council is considering 
stiffer penalties for those who break the low. We 
hope that in view of all the other considerations, 
they will consider more basic changes to the low 
OS well. J. M. F.

she is uinied and sovereign, who will stop her from 
increasing .liur armament, when it is claimed that 
we cannot even stop an unarmed Germany from 
rearming. 

We should not walk aioun<l with an umbrella 
when a -su.spfcltHl ciioiiiy i--= carrying a gun. But 
isn't dangeious to jiut a gun in the hands of a 
convicted revengeful criminal to help defend you? 

Who are these responsible German liailcr.s 
whom we hope to control and tiiisl as an ally? 
In an Augu.st ;») i.ssue of Saturday .N'i^lit, I'lo- 
fessor Friciiman of tin- University of Toronto 
pointed out : "Tlie iiidustriali.sls and civil servants 
who hold responsible offices under the Nazi regime 
are back in their own positions or bettor ones". 

We aie told that we should trust llicse N'azis 
in a "calculated ii.ik". lJut it is woi.se than a risk 
— the (liée ale loadcil. Our new allies have already 
levealed their aims. A^lenauer has said on October 
8, 1953: The aim of rearmament is to liberate "our 
blathers in Eastern lenitories." 

Our lendei-s assume us of controlled leariiui- 
iiient, as they did after the fir.sl Woil.i War. If 
\vc cannot eontiol them from rearming when they 
aie dcfen.u'less, how can we exei-eise control when 
they have atomic weapons? 

We are told that we need the German military 
strcng!,h on our .side for defiNice; to ne;rotiate from 
strength. We all know that we are now strong 
enough to blow the entire world to pieces in a few 
seconds; how much stronger <lo we have to fae? 

Why stimulate the armament race? The Ilus- 
sians have the advantage in that they can outdo 
the West in exacting sacrifices from their people. 



We definitely need an adequate defence, but need 
we risk world peace by putting guns in Nazi 
hands ? 

IJearmiiig Germany is not the way to stoj) 
Coniniuiii.-iu. To <iuote US Supieine Court .Justiee 
William Douglas, "The present American political 
poli;y is one of bankruptcy. The Communists are 
increasing in France, Italy, and Asia. Wliy? Be- 
cause we have hitched our dollars coiniikiely to 
guns. If We wouM take at least 10',;^ from our 
military budget and devote the sum for human 
welfare, the effect would be electric! Then the lied 
tide would turn. For the hungry masses of Asia 
would no longer look to Russia as their liberator." 

Tlii.s i)(>licy, aililed to a new j)olicy of renewed 
negotiation for a united and disarme<l Germany 
would be a step towards peace, but Germany di- 
vided into two armed camps with nn arms race in 
the centre of Europe hos the horifying danger of 
a world explosion.

the use of moss hysteria against Communism and 
the Soviet Union, The same pattern is unfolding 
today. 

Is the way to stop Communism and the way to 
peace furtiieied by putting guns in the hands of 
Nazis who butchered millions. Are our memories 
-SO short'.' .Are we so blin<l that we cannot and will 
not see? Mow can there be any improvement in 
world affairs if wc just go on making the same old 
mistakes over ond over?

The Mistake 

by A. G. Sicbrasse 

The suppressed arise, 

And shaking off their bonds 

Become the rulers. 

Then do they sit in judgement. 

Pretoria, the Twenty-first Century 

The night is dork. Against an ebony sky grey masses tramp the heovens, backward and 
forword, in search of nothing. The avenues are bare; and a silence, unusual in a great city, lies 
in the streets, and sweeps it clean of living things. But wait ! There is life. A solitary man goes step- 
ping down a street; and as the lights drift by him, they blaze upon his darkened features, his thickened 
lips and wide, blunt face. 

Above him the sky grows darker still, and carbon clouds begin to push their greyer .cousins 
from the air. Thunder booms across the mountains of stone and steel, and in reply comes bock the 
thunder. The man pauses. briefly, looks up with a questioning glance, then shrugs his shoulders and 
pushes on. 



On and on he goes through 
streets of solid concrete and flow- 
ing asphalt, past buildings shut- 
tered and decrepid and those that 
stand, tall and straight, stone upon 
stone, stretching up into the sky. 
Oncu he encounters a lone dog en- 
grossed upon wrenching a meal 
from a ragged piece of bone.

A lone drop 
plummets down, and bursts upon 
the pavement. 

Then another sound kills the 
silence.

The man jars to a halt, then 
throws himself forward and races 
down the avenue. 

"My God! What was that 
sound? It Bcmed like a woman's 
voice in agony. But that's fantast- 
ic! Still I had better find out." 

Like a frightened animal he 
flies over sidewalks, across 
roadways, through alleys, pa.st 
desolation and magnificence; 
until another shriek tells him he 
is near the noise. Then 
a corner, he stops and is appeal- 
ed by what he sees. Three fic- 
urcs sway in the dim light of the 
street. Two men and a woman. 
The woman In frantic bursts of 
energy is attempting to break 
away, whi-n the man (whom we 
sliall rail John) steps forward. 
Instantly, with an oatii one of 
the thugs moves toward him, a 
dull-black object in his hand. 
.Startled by this turn of events, 
frifîlitoncd for his safety, yet 
cunscioiis (if his moral ohIiKa- 
lion, John is paralyzed with in- 
action. While one part of his 
brain shrieks at him to run, to 
escape this impending catastro- 
I)he; another part cautions 
him that to do so would be ab- 
ject cowa rdice.^. ..So , stepping 



backwards and moving fowards 
again, paralyzed by the conflict 
in his own mind, he watches 
as the man draws steadily 
nearer. Then with a scream he 
turns and flees down the street. 

The fear, blooming in him like 
an odious weed forces him on. 
Kscape! Escape! Escape! his 
mind screams, and in response his 
limbs move with superhuman speed. 
Down winding, deserted streets, 
past spilled refuse cans and the 
rubbish of a sloping city, over 
cracked and misshapen curbs he 
flies; always with the idea of es- 
cape foremost in his mind. Final- 
ly, he realizes that he is no long- 
er l)eing pursued and slows his 
pace. Gasping, he sags against a 
wall. His knees begin to buckle 
and he slumps against the con- 
crete. 

As he lies there against the 
sidewalk, shame for what he has 
done forms within his mind and 
slowly diffuses throughout his 
being. A guilt that, as it gra- 
dually deepens into despair, he 
tries vainly to combat 

After all," he assures him- 
self, "it's not my business to act 
as guardian to all the lone wo- 
men in this city. Nobody takes 
care of me; and I see no reason 
why I should have to look after 
anyone else! Hesides, if she had 
used any common sense she 
wouldn't have been out at night 
alone, especially in this district. 
She deserves to be taught a 
lesson!" 

Then ns he continues striving to 
find tho perfect argument to ex- 
cuse his action, his thinking be- 
comes more tortuous. 

Why, what would have hap- 
pened if I had intervened? 
There were two of them, and 
armed with weapons too! They 
would have assaulted mc as well 



as her. Of course iUs a fright- • 
fui thing that she should be 
hurt by them; but surely it's 
better for one to be hurt than 
for two? Then there are others 
to consider besides that woman. 
.Multitudes of people are broken, 
beaten, assaulted, and tor- 
mented every day; and pain 
is one of the most frequent oc- 
curences in life (what was it 
I'lato said: pleasure is merely 
the absence of poin?). Since 
pain is so common it must be 
part of God's Divine Plan that 
it should occur; thus I'd be 
thwarting his wishes by help- 
ing her. But even if she were 
innocent, what would be the use 
of rushing back there now, for 
by this time she has probably 
suffered what violence she will." 

But his arguments make only 
a fleeting impression on his mind. 
Deep within him Is the conviction * 
that he has done wrong; and no 
amount of devious reasoning can 
change it. At last realizing this, ^ 
lie .slowly stands up and gathering 
his courage about him, he retraces 
his steps. The roin, by now pour- 
ing out of tho heavens, strikes 
against his dusky face, and runs 
down his coat in rivulets of wa- 
ter. He quickens his pace and 
after a few minutes arrives back 
at the scene of his flight. But 
there is no one here! No! A black 
mass lies on the pavement. With 
a cry of concern he leaps for- 
ward. Down he stops, and with 
à quick movement raises the heavy 
veil from the face ... lie starts 
and backs away. Dismay at his 
late return changes now to dis- 
dain, and disdain widens into con- 
tempt. With a rigid expression 
of superiority on his face lie rises 
to his feet; and, scorn hugging his 
body, strides off down the street.

Perspective 

It has become a truism to say 
that this is an age of specialists. 
It remains a' disturbing truth. Pas- 
cal said long ago that one shouldn't 
be able to say of a man. "He is a 
mathematician", or "He is an ora- 
tor", but simply "He is a man." 
Today Aldous Huxley spends much 
time pointing out that one can 
choose to work in a narrowly de- 
fined field as an escape from living 
in the full sense, and that by doing 
so one becomes inhuman. 

The same problem exists, of 
course, on the univcsity level. 
Most of us spend our time 
working in one faculty, and 
kni>«v little or nothing of what 
goes on in the others. We are 
familiar with our own small 
grooves, but we don't sec 
much outside them. It is hard 
for IIS to think of the univer- 
sity as a whole. 

Daily's Function 

I think it's part of the function 
of the Daily to bring the different 
elements of the campus together, 

At present, it is certainly useful 
ns an information service; it lets 
everybody know what is going on 
around the University. But I doubt 
if it is presenting the views of nil 
the diferent faculties on the Feat 
urcs page as it might be doing. 

One example of the sort of 
thing I would like to see on 
these pages is an article which 
appeared last year. It was 
called "Apologia : A Medical 
Student Presents a Rationale", 
and it gave a very interesting 
and vivid summary of the four 
years a medical student spends 
here. It gave those of us who 
will never enter Medicine a 
real sense of the life of that 
faculty. Several people felt 
that it was one of the best 
articles that had appeared that 
year. 

Appeal for Articles 

There arc certainly people in 
some of the faculties we hear.little 
about — Law, for instance, or 
Music, or Physiotherapy — who 
have the time and the ability to 
write about their experiences. I am 
certain that if they were wiling to 
write about life in their faculties 
the Daily would become much more 
representative of the varied life of 
the university.
